SENATORS— The proprieties of this 


occasion probably require a few words 
from one who is grateful to the Amer- 
ican people ior the honor heretofore 
done him and this day consummated. 


No Senator has, I trust, a keener 


appreciation of the necessities in the 
way of tact and courtesy now devol- 
ving upou me thau i myself. I ofier 
no surety as to my discharge of duties 
other than a personal pledge that I 
will seek to familiarize myself with 
them and will endeavor always to ex 
ercise that complaisance and forbear- 
ance which are essential to him who 
ably presides over great debates upon 
public questions by great men. 


Divergent views 
relative to this 


oody would be less divergent if the 
American people would come to real 
ize that ou all sides of real questions 
much may truthfully oe said. Such 
an attitude of the public mind would 
eliminate tne view that this body is 
d i s t i n c t i v e l y deliberate and not 
thoroughly patriotic. 


Charges of bad faith based upon au 


attitude or mind or upon conduct 
should never be made until it 15 clear- 
y established that the resultaut act- 
ion is the outcome of personal iuterest 
t,r improper aud dishonorable business 
or social relations.

Five States Boost Suffrage: ' 


During the recess of the Pennsylva- 


nia Legislature on account of the presl 
deiitial inauguration, the equal sul'- 
l'ra;;e movement in this State continu- 
ed to gather strength, and it is thought 
extremely unlikely that the Pennsyl- 
vania Senate will refuse to adopt the 
Rockwell resolution which has already 
passed the House. The Pennsylvania 
movement is growing not only ol it- 
self but is assisted immeasureably by 
reports of legislative action in other 
States. 


One of the greatest boosts the equal 


suffrage campaign ever had in Penn- 
sylvania is the passage by the New 
Jersey 
Legislature of a 
resolution 


similar to the Rockwell resolution in 
this State, the New Jersey Senate hav- 
ing adopted it by a vote of 34 to 5 and 
the House by a vote of 46 to o. 
The 


Maine Senate by a vote of 23 to G has 
gone on record for submitting the 
equal suffrage proposition to the peo- 
ple. The ,Iowa House took a similar 
stand. SI to 20. A viva voce vote in 
the Missouri House was so nearly 
unanimous that no count was taken. 
Both branches ot the Michigan Legis- 
lature have passed an equal siiffrags 
.imendment to the state constitution 
and it will come before the voters of 
Michigan at. an election early nr-xt 
nonth. 


These reports and others like them 


from different sections of the country 
appear to be having a tremendous in- 
fluence in Pennsylvania and jr.embers 
of the Senate, especially those who are 
understood to be opposed to the Rock- 


resolution, are being bon'barded 
evidence of this kind to show ih:it 


the Rockwell resolution roust be adop- 
.ed if Pennsylvania is to be regarded 
as a progressive State.

Dr. Mary Bear Operated On. 


The Board of Foreign Missions of the 


Lutheran church at a recent meeting 
were given ttie facts of tbe shattered 
health of Dr. Mary Bear, one of the 
most efficient missionary workers of 
that denomination of India, who has 
made a 10,UOO mile trip iu order to se- 
cure a cure. Miss Bear is well known 
to the Lutherans of Gettysburg, hav- 
intc been here some years ago aud 
made several addresses. 


Dr. Bear spent three mouths in a 


hospital in India and failing to regain 
her health, Dr. Baer, for eighteen 
years a medical missionary aud super- 
intendent of a hospital at Chirala, 
India, made the 10,000 mile trip to this 
country, and was operated on at the 
Union Protestant Iniiimary in Balti- 
more. The operation was performed 
in hope of restoring the use of Dr. 
Baer's lelt arm, which had been crip- 
pied from becoming infected during 
the course of an operation performed 
in India. 


Stationed at a small village in the 


eastern section of India, with only na- 
tive helpers iu the hospital, Dr. Baer 
when she realized that her arm had 
become infected, at first attempted to 
treat herself. Because of the numer- 
ous calls made upon her she was un- 
able to give it the treatment it de- 
manded. The only white doctor ror 
many miles, she was kept constantly 
busy. 


In spite of the growing seriousness 


of the infection, which was aggrava- 
ted by the torrid climate, [Dr. Baer 
continued at her post until she wa: 
no longer able to do her work. Be- 
lieving that a short rest aud treatment 
at a hospital at Bajahmaheudri, near 
the seacost, would restore her health, 
she made the trp- 
But during the 


course of the SOO-mile journey from her 
station to the hospital, which had to 
be taken in a cart, the infection be- 
came worse. 


When she arrived at tbe hospital 


blood poisoning had set in aud it was 
only with the greatest difficulty that 
the doctors were able to save her arm 
Several operations, during the course 
of which the bones in her arm were 
broken, were only partially successful. 


Her health being badly shattered by 


the sufferings she had undergone, she 
determined to come to the United 
6tates iu the hope of being so benefited

Animals Used to Test Drugs. 


Use is made of chemical manufac- 


turers of various animals, such as~ 
chickens, dogs, cats and frogs, to test 
the'efficacy of dm ITS. 


Ergotine. for instance, is tested on 


chickens in an extremely simple way. 
Should it fail to turn a chicken's comb- 
black it is at once known by the ex- 
perimenter tbar the drug is worthless. 


Dogs are employed to test hashish. 


This is manufactured from 
female- 


buds of hemp, the male buds havinsr 
no particular medicinal value. Hashish- 
administered to dogs induces a peculiar 
pathological condition, if the drug is- 
correctly prepared, which is seen in no 
other animal save man himself. 


Digitalis, the heart stimulant, is best 


tested on frogs. 
Injecting a drop of 


tbe drug into the stomach of the frog,, 
the chemist, by mpan« of the kymo- 
graph, or heart recording machine, 
studies tbe changes of the frog's heart 
action, thus obtaining accurate knowl- 
edge as to the effect of that particular- 
kind of digitalis.—St. Louis Republic.
